HOW OUGHT OUE HOESES TO BE SHOD? 


This is an important question, and its practi¬ 
cal answer involves both economical and humane 
consldei’ations. A good shoe is comfort to the 
horse and pecuniary advantage to the owner, 
while a bad shoe is suffering for the horse and 
loss for the owner. That the common mode of 
horse-shoeing is open to weighty objections, 
both on the score of utility and humanity, every¬ 
one who examines the subject is forced to admit. 
It may justly be characterized, in brief, as a 
costly, clumsy, and cruel contrivance, utterly 
wanting in the prime requisite of a perfect 

shoe,_to wit, easy adaptation to the actual 

necessities of travel. 

The Neverslip Horse-Shoe was designed to 
meet and overcome the evils of the ordinary 
shoe. With its steel-centered Calks, of various 
sizes and shapes, it is readily adjusted to the 
changing conditions of travel, without greut 
expense, without loss of time, and without the 
possibility of injury to the horse. This Shoe is no 
longer an experiment, but a fixed fact. It has 
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demonstrated its superiority over any and every 
shoe now in use, in all those points which 
vitally affect the usefulness and comfort of the 
horse. The generous, and even enthusiastic. 
Indorsement that it has received from owners 
and users of horses all over the country, amply 
justifies and makes good every claim put for¬ 
ward in its behalf.

Livery keepers, stage and express proprietors, 
horse-railroad companies, marketmen, milk ped¬ 
dlers, teamsters, doctors, and all whose horses 
are in constant requisition, are enabled by the 
use of this Shoe to meet their engagements 
promptly, however slippery the traveling may 
be.

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THE NEVERSLIP HORSE-SHOE. 

The characteristic feature of the Nevbrslip 
Horse-Shoe is the Patent Removable, Steel- 
Centered and Self-Sharpening Calks. These are 
made of a core of fine steel within an outside 
of the best iron,—a combination which gives 
the Calks great strength and durability. From 
their peculiar structure and shape, the iron 
tends to wear away faster than the steel wher¬ 
ever they penetrate the ice or ground, and the 
Calks always remain sharp. 

Besides the sharp Calks, two other shapes — 
the blunt and half-blunt — have been devised 
for use where sharp calking is not required, but 
where some calking is needed. 

The six sizes of sharp Calks, together with 
specimen sizes of the half-blunts and blunts, are 
shown on the opposite page. 

The Blanic Shoes are of two patterns — the 
A, and the B; and are of differing sizes, cor¬ 
responding to others in the market. Full illus¬ 
trations of the blank Shoes, with descriptions, 
and statement of measurements, weights, sizes 
of Calks to be used with each number, and 
directions for ordering, will be found on the 
accompanying size sheet.

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WORN CALKS. 

The cuts on the opposite - page show the 
appearance of Calks after use. We are not 
aware that they are better than thousands of 
others that have been used. They were sold 
out of the common stock, and having come into 
our hands are chosen merely to illustrate the 
ordinary effects of wear. 

The outs of different sizes, in the right-hand 
column, illustrate the ordinary wear on country 
roads. 

The Calks shown in the middle column were 
roaded 250 miles, mostly on Macadamized streets 
in Hartford, Conn., on a horse owned by C. B. 
Boardman, Esq. 

The Calks shown in the left-hand column were 
in service 34 days, and were roaded 425 miles. 
Horse owned by B. E. Bicker, Esq., and driven 
in and out of the city of Boston.

The Wrenches are made in two sizes: The 
smaller, No. 1, for use on Calks of sizes of 
i inch and under; the larger.

Inquirer. Is this the place where they sell 
Hevebslip Shoes? 

Sabesman. Kight you are! What can we do 
for you? 

Inq. Well, we’ve been talking about this 
new Shoe up our way, and some of my neigh¬ 
bors wanted me to come in and get the bottom 
facts. 

S. All right! You are the man we want to 
see. I shall be happy to show you the whole 
business. 

Inq. Very well; but go slow, young man, for 
I want to take it all in. 

S. Well, I will first show you the Shoe. 
Here is one with the calks in, and all ready to 
nail on — the best and cheapest shoe that has 
ever been brought out. You see there are four 
■calks, round and sharply pointed. 

Inq. Wouldn’t it be better to have a shoulder 
on the calks ? 

S. That is a suggestion which is often 
made,—and it is a natural one. But a shouldered 
calk, from its very principle, has serious defects 
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which do not occur to one at first thought. It 
has been often and fairly tried and has been 
found wanting. For one thing, screwing the 
calk homo to the shoulder uses up all the thread 
at once, and makes a later tightening impossi¬ 
ble ; then the blows of the square corners upon 
the road knock the calks loose. Besides, any 
calk having a square shoulder will break off'. 

Inq. Why do you have four calks in the 
shoe ? Can’t you use more ? 

S. Certainly, if necessary! Sometimes we 
put three on the side of the shoe which wears 
the faster; and, on heavy draft horses, we 
frequently put three calks at the toe; but on 
ordinary driving horses, the four calks are just 
the thing, 

Inq. Don’t those calks sometimes drivfe 
through the shoe, against the foot? 

S. That is impossible; for you see, the ealks 
go in on a taper thread. 

luQ. Won’t they break off'? 

S. We have heard of such cases, but our 
experience has proved that they don’t break 
by any means as frequently as the ordinary 
calks. One horse-shoer who uses our goods, 
says ‘ ‘ these calks will not break one-tenth as 
often as the old calks.” Another agent whu 
has handled 45,000 of the calks, testifies that he 
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never saw one broken, and never heard of but 
two. Here are some calks which I tried to 
break the other day; I screwed them Into an 
iron plate, and after a good deal of hard pound¬ 
ing with a sledge-hammer I succeeded in bend¬ 
ing them slightly as you see, but could not 
break one. A calk that will stand that, will 
stand anything. 

Inq. Well, but won’t these calks get loose? 

S. If you follow our directions you will 
have no trouble at all. If the hole in the shoe 
is drilled, not punched, and is tapped out with 
the Neverslip tap, and the calk put in accord¬ 
ing to our directions, you will secure a perfect 
fit, and the calk will stay where it is put. Here 
are some shoes with the worn calks in them. 
They were roaded six weeks, and every calk is 
perfectly tight. 

Inq. How long will the calks last? 

S. That, of course, depends upon the use 
they’re put to; but, speaking comparatively, they 
tvlll wear two or three times as long as the 
ordinary calk, and keep sharp all the. time. Here 
are some calks that were roaded 400 miles, in and' 
out of this city, and you see they are still good, 
and sharp enough to hold a horse anywhere .- 
Eemember, also, that by Interchanging the calks, 
yon can use them till all are worn down, and then

you can easily put in a new set; while with the 
common shoe, when the toe-calk is worn, the 
whole thing is worthless. 

Inq. But won’t a horse calk himself more 
easily with this shoe than with, the common 
one? 

S. No, sir; he wiil not! These calks are set 
in the middle of the web, and are under the 
shoe, and if a horse interferes or overreaches, 
he will strike with the shoe instead of the calk, 
and cannot get onto himself. For such habits 
as that of resting one foot upon the other, set¬ 
ting the calks in a little from the heel prevents 
his cutting himself. 

Inq. You talk pretty straight about this 
thing. 

S. Here now is one of our Catalogues. You 
will see on pages 45-47 complete directions for 
ordering, and instructions for fitting and taking 
care of these shoes. But, as you and your 
neighbors propose to take hold of this thing, if 
you have a good smith in your place. Just have 
him order the blank Shoes, Calks, Taps, etc., 
and do the fitting; in that way you will get 
your horses shod’ as they ought to be shod.

The Shoe illustrated in the above and the 
following cuts, is for the use of trainers and 
drivers, and Is designed to save them the in¬ 
convenience caused by slippery tracks. It is 
made with the calk-holes countersunk to receive 
thebntton-head Calks (A A in cut). These screw 
in flush with the face of the shoe, thus giving 
a perfectly smooth shoe for ordinary track use. 
The button-heads are deeply slotted, so that 
they can be removed with a common screw¬ 
driver even after the thickness of the shoe has 
been greatly lessened by wear.

HOW TO PIT UP THE HEYEESLIP SHOE.. 

First shape the blank Shoes to the foot in the 
ordinary way. Then drill the holes for the Calks 
at such points in the shoes as the case requires. 

The holes must be drilled, raeoer punched. 

The diameter of small straight end of the 
tap indicates the size of drill to be used. 

Tap the hole so that the Calk can be just 
entered with the fingers, and then turned in 
with the wrench. 

The Calk should be tight when it has been 
turned in not quite the length of the thread. 

Oil the threads of the Calks before turning 
them in. 

Should the Calk, by neglect, get worn down so 
that the wrench cannot grip it, take off the 
Shoe, and, without heating, place it over thehole 
of the anvil, and with & punch nearly the size of 
the Calh, drive the stut out from the back side. 
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This will strip the thread from the Calk and 
raise a burr on the face side of the Shoe which 
must be hammered back; then turn in the tap 
and straighten up the thread. 

Drive in or trim oft’ nail-heads around the toe 
so that the wrench can lie close to the Shoe. 

Never heat the Shoe with Calks in it. 

In fitting up Special Shoes, make no crease 
or nail-hole opposite the Calks. 

Have the Shoe a little thicker at toe and heel 
than the length of thread on Calk. 

By observing these directions, no mechanic 
can fail to do satisfactory work, both for him¬ 
self and for his customers. 


HOW TO TAKE OAEE OF THE HETEESLIP 
SHOE. 

Change the Calks from heel to toe, or from 
side to side, according as they wear, and so 
get the benefit of all the wear there is in them. 
Apply the wrench occasionally to be sme the 
Calks, are tight, and do not let them wear down 
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so close to the Shoe that it is hard to turn 
them out. 

Always oil the threads of the Calks before 
screwing them in, both when putting In new 
Calks and when interchanging old ones. 

If some calking is needed during the summer, 
the blunt Calk will be found most serviceable, 
and, if used, the old shoes can still be worn; 
otherwise they can be laid aside in the spring 
nearly as good as new for another season.
